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HE  Governors  of  Robert  Gordon’s  Hofpital , 
in  Virtue  cf  the  Powers  granted  them  by  the  Deed 
of  Mortification , and  Charter  from  the  Crown , did 
at  divers  Times  make  fome  Alterations  of  the  original 
Statutes , and  j'undry  By-laws  for  the  Government 
of  the  Hofpital ; but  thefe  By-laws  and  Alterations 
being  difperfed  thro'  their  Minute  Books , were  dif- 
ficult to  be  found  out , and  not  fuff  ciently  known  by 
the  Officers , Servants , and  others . 

The  Governors  therefore , the  Tear  178  r, 
held  a General  Vifitation , 772#^  <2  jlrifit  En- 

quiry into  the  Management  cf  the  Hofpital  in  all  its 
Departments,  and  thereafter  appointed  a Committee 
of  their  Number , to  excerpt  from  their  Minute 
Books , #//  Alterations  of  the  Statutes  contained  in 
the  Deed  cf  Mortification , and  other  J, landing  By- 
laws, and  to  form  a full  Set  of  Statutes  and  Rules 
for  the  Management  cf  the  Hofpitai  in  its  various 
Departments . And  the  Committee  having  made 

Excerpts,  and  formed  a Set  of  Statutes  and  Ptules , 
•which  they  had  collected  from  the  Statutes  in  the 
original  Deed  of  Mortification,  and from  the  Excerpts 
of  the  Alterations  and  other  By-laws , adding  what 
other  Ptules  they  thought  neceffary,  did  prefent  the 
fame  to  the  Governors . 

And  the  Prefident  and  Governors,  having  taken 
them  under  D cliberation  at  fever al  General  Meet  • 
ings,  did  finally,  at  a General  Meeting  held  for  the

that  End  to  attend  the  quarterly  and  other 
Meetings ; and  any  of  the  Minifters  prefent 
fhall  exhort  the  Mailer  and  Servants  within 
the  .

AFTER,  which  he  (hall  have  given  him 
PofTefiion,  by  fome  of  the  Governors  thereto 
appointed,  of  the  Mailer  his  Lodgings;  and 
in  Prefence  of  the  Children  and  Servants,  be 
publicidy  declared  Mailer  over  them,  and 
they  commanded  to  yield  all  refpedtful  Obedi- 
ence to  him  in  all  things  he  fhall  command 
them,  under  the  Pain  of  being  expelled  from 
the  Hofpital.  And  for  his  better  underhand- 
ing  what  is  the  Governors  Inclination  with 
refpedt  to  the  Hofpital ; tho’  he  has  no  Vote, 
yet  he  fhall  be  allowed  to  fit  and  be  prefent 
with  the  Patrons  and  Governors,  at  all  their 
Meetings;  and  he  fhall  not  be  any  Night  out 
of  the  Hofpital,  without  Leave  of  the  Prsefes, 
or  at  leaft,  two  of  the  Governors.  He  fhall 
keep,  in  a Book,  an  exact  Inventary  of  the

the  Hofpt-  appear  before  the  Governors,  then  he  fhall 
talfolLife- j-gfpe^fully  be  difmiffed  from  the  faid  Office; 
but  if  he  has  ferved  therein  any  confiderable 
Time,  at  leaft  ten  Years,  and  be  not  able  to 
maintain  himfelf,  and  if  he  pleafes  to  accept 
thereof,  he  fhall  be  allowed  Lodging  and 
Maintenance  in  the  Hofpital,  during  his  Life- 
time.

THERE  fhall  be  chofen,  an  unmarried 
Man  or  Widower,  free  from  the  Burden  of 
Children,  of  good  and  honefl  Report,  to  be 
Steward  to  the  Hofpital  : He  fhall  have  the 
Charge  of  keeping  and  of  diflributing  all  the 
Provifions  within  the  Hofpital,  and  fhall  fet 
down,  in  a particular  Accompt-book,  what  is 
confumed  every  Day  within  the  Hofpital, 
which  any  of  the  Governors  may  inipedl 
when  they  pleafe,  in  the  Hofpital  only.

CASE  it  fhall  happen  that  there  be  not  fo 
many  Boys  of  the  Sirname  of  GORDON  or 
Menzies,  or  Boys  of  any  othe’r  Sirname 
that  are  my  Relations,  or  any  other  Boys  who 
are  Sons  or  Grandfons  of  Burghers  of  Guild

Foundation  is  only  to  relieve  the  Poor,  as  is 
before-mentioned  ; none  are  to  be  chofen, 
untill  their  proper  Certificates  of  their  indigent 
Circumftances,  from  the  Minifier  and  Kirk 
Seffion  of  the  Bounds  where  they  refide,  be 
laid  before  the  Governors,  with  the  Docu- 
ments of  their  Age,  and  that  their  Governors 
be  fully  fatisfied  that  they  are  truly  Objects  of 
this  Charity  ; and  the  Confciences  of  the  Go- 
vernors are  hereby  ftriftly  charged  not  to 
choofe  any  but  fuch  as  are  proper  Obje&s  of 
the  fame.*  AND  IT  IS  fpecially  recom- 
mended to  them,  not  to  receive  into  the  Hof-

I T being  neceffary  that  the  Plights,  W rites 
and  Evidents,  and  other  Writes  of  Import- 
ance, be  kept  fafe  and  in  good  Order ; and 
likewife,  when  there  ihall  be,  at  any  Time, 
through  God’s  Blefling,  a greater  Sum  lying 
in  Specie,  than  what  is  necelfary  for  defray- 
ing the  Charges  of  the  Hofpital,  it  were  hard 
that  the  Treafurer  Ihould  be  troubled  with  fo 
great  a Charge  : Therefore,  both  with  refpeft 
to  the  Papers  and  Money,  it  is  appointed, 
That  a convenient  fecure  Room  be  fet  apart 
within  the  Hofpital,  having  two  Locks  on 
the  Door,  with  tw'O  different  Keys,  one 
whereof  to  be  kept  by  the  Provolt  of  Aberdeen 
for  the  Time,  and  the  other,  by  fuch  others 
of  the  Governors  as  ihall  be  chofen  yearly  for 
that  Effeft.  That  the  Patrons  and  Governors 
of  the  faid  Hofpital  make  ufe  of  the  Seal  of 
the  Family  of  Pitlurg,  with  a Diftin&ion, 

XIX. 

IN  refped  frequent  Loffes  fall  out  in  lend- 
ing Money,  It  is  appointed,  that  no  Money 
belonging  to  the  Hofpital  be  laid  out  or  em- 
ployed, but  by  Warrant  of  an  Act  of  the 
Patrons  and  Governors,  voted  by  way  of  Bal- 
loting* 
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feting,  and  that  either  for  purchasing  of 
Lands,  or  upon  real  Security  of  Land,  reput- 
ed free  of  Incumbrances,  or  to  the  lown  of 
Aberdeen , upon  the  publick  Security,  or  to 
any  two  or  more  refponfal  Per  Tons  bound  con- 
jun&ly  and  feverally,  PROVIDING  the  Sum

IN  cafe,  after  Trial  and  Experience,  there 
may  be  Ground  for  altering  and  improving  of

them  as  Burgeffes  and  Freemen,  gratis , with- 
out any  Composition  ; but  only  for  their  own 
Lifetimes,  and  their  Children  and  Pofterity  are 
not  to  have  any  Benefit  thereby,  unlefs  they 
pay  the  ordinary  Compofition  and  Due  ; 
with  this  Condition  and  Provilion  always. 
That  if  the  Perfons  fo  admitted  gratis , fhall 
thereafter  acquire  or  fucceed  to  a Stock  of 
Four  Thoujand  Merks  Scots  Money,  they. fhall  be 
bound  and  obliged  to  pay  the  full  Compofition 
and  Dues  to  the  Town  and  Trades  refpe&ive, 
that  they  ought  to  have  paid  if  they  had  not 
been  benefited  by  the  faid  Hofpital,  and  this 
prefent  Recommendation.  AND  WHERE- 
AS, fome  of  the  indigent  Boys  above-men- 
tioned, who  are  Sons  of  Burghers  of  Guild, 
may  incline  to  be  Tradefmen,  or  that  a T’radef- 
man’s  Son  may  incline  to  be  a IVierchant , 
then,  and  in  either  of  thefe  Cafes,  I ferioufly 
recommend  to  the  Mlagiftrates,  Town- Coun- 
cil, Conveener  and  Deacons  of  Crafts  of  the 
faid  Burgh  of  Aberdeen , to  enter  and  receive 
the  faids  Boys,  after  their  expiring  of  their

IN  CASE  any  of  the  indigent  Boys  above 
expreft,  who  may  be  Sons  of  honeft  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Burgh,  that  are  neither  B urge  fie  s 
of  Guild,  nor  free  Tradefmen  of  this  Burgh, 
Dial  1 ierve  as  Apprentices  either  to  Merchants 
or  Craftfmen,  and  thereafter  fhall  incline  to  be 
admitted  Burgeffes  of  Guild,  or  Freemen  of 
the  Craft  they  have  learned  ; then,  and  in  that 
Cafe,  l ferioufly  recommend  to  the  Magis- 
trates, Town-Council,  Conveener,  and  Deacons 
of  Craft  refpeRive,  to  admit  and  receive  the 
faids  Boys  to  be  Burgeffes  of  Guild,  or  Bur- 
gher Tradefmen,  alike  and  in  the  fame  Terms 
as  if  they  were  Sons  of  Burghers  of  Guild, 
or  of  Free  Tradefmen,  and  this  but  prejudice 
of  the  Claufe  above  expreft,  recommending 
the  iaids  Boys  to  be  admitted  gratis,  in  Man- 
ner above  fct  down.  MOREOVER,  1 here- 
by declare  my  full  Meaning  and  Intention  to 
be,  tha  my  Mortification,  above-mentioned, 
fhall  have  Sue  ~1  houj and  Pounds  Scots  Money  of 
Yearly  Revenue  and  Income,  io  that  when 
the  Stock  is  laid  out  upon  purchafing  Land, 
perhaps  the  lame  may  be  above  Twenty  Years 
Purchaie,  whereby  the  Ten  Thou  [and  Pounds 
Sterling  of  Stock  abov^e  fpecified,  will  not  yield 
Six  Thou  (and  Pounds  Scots  of  yearly  Income :

On  WEEK  DAYS. 

I.  XT' Rom  the  Firft  of  March  to  the  Firft  of  Sunlmer, 
X;  Oftobtr,  the  Boys  fhall  rife  at  Six  o’clock 
in  the  Morning ; and  fhall,  before  leaving  their 
Chambers,  remember  their  Creator  by  fome 
fhort  Prayers  adapted  to  their  feveral  Ages 
and  Capacities,  which  fhall  be  taught  them. 

IT.  As  foon  as  their  private  Prayers  are  faid, 
they  fhall  repair  by  convenient  Divifions  to 
fome  proper  Place,  and  there  comb  their  Heads 
and  wrafh  Hands  and  Face,  in  which  they 
fhall  be  carefully  fuperintended  by  one  or  other 
of  the  Servants,  that  fo  they  do  not  neglefb 
thefe  neceffary  Works  altogether,  or  perform 
them  in  a fuperficia!  Manner.

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III.  The  Boys  {hall  attend  precifely  at  half 
an  Hour  after  Seven  in  the  School-room  for 
Family  Worfhip,  which  (hall  confiil  of  Prayer 
{aid  by  the  Mailer,  fmging  of  Pfalms,  and 
reading  a Chapter  of  the  Bible  by  the  Maf- 
ter,  Schoolmafters,  or  fome  of  the  elder  Boys 
who  fhail  be  thought  qualified  and  found  wor- 
thy of  that  DiftinCtion  ; at  which,  alfo  the 
Mailer,  Schoolmafters,  Houfekeeper  and  Ser- 
vants fhail  punctually  attend. 

IV.  Immediately  after  Family  Worfhip  is 
over,  the  Boys  fhail  begin  their  ordinary  Lel- 
fons  in  School,  and  continue  thereat  till  Nine. 

V.  Precifely  at  Nine  they  fhail  go  to  Break- 
fail  under  the  Infpe&ion  of  the  Mailers,  and 
after  Breakfaft  they  may  play  till  Ten. 

VI.  Precifely  at  Ten  o’clock  they  fhail  re- 
turn to  School  along  with  the  Schoolmafters, 
and  continue  there  getting  their  Leflons  till 
Twelve  Noon. 

VII.  From  Twelve  Noon  to  One  o’clock 
Afternoon,  the  Boys  fhail  attend  the  Mufic 
M after  and  Drawing  Mailer  on  the  Days  they 
are  appointed  to  teach,  viz.  the  Mufic  Matter 
on  Mondays , Tuefdays  and  Wednejdays , and  the 
D rawing  Mailer  on  Uhurjdays , Iridays  and

From  the  Firft  of  Oftober  to  the 
Fil'd  of  December , and  from  the  Fird  of  Fe- 
bruary to  theFird  of  March  the  Boys  fhall  rife 
at  half  an  Hour  after  Seven  in  the  Morning. 
And  thro*  the  Months  of  December  and  Janu- 
ary at  Eight,  and  through  the  whole  Winter, 
that  is,  from  the  Fird  of  October  to  the  Fird 
of  March , fhall  attend  Family  Worfhip  at  half 
an  Hour  after  Eight,  and  breakfad,  dine,  hip 
and  go  to  Bed  at  the  fame  Hours  as  in  Sum- 
mer.

And  the  Maher  fhall  have  it  in  his 
Power  to  indulge  them  now  and  then  with  the 
Play  another  Afternoon  in  the  Week,  when  he 
finds  they  are  behaving  well,  but  not  oftener 
than  once  a Week. 

XVI.  None  of  the  Boys  fhall  at  any  other 
Time  be  out  of  the  Houle,  Play-gro.unds  or 
Gardens,  without  the  fpecial  Leave  of  fome  of 
the  Mahers,  and  having  a Ticket  of  Leave 
with  them,  which  Ticket  they  mull  deliver 
back  to  the  Maher  immediately  upon  their  re- 
turn. But  on  no  Pretence  whatever,  fhall  any 
of  them  be  fent  out  of  the  Houle  during  the 
Hours  of  teaching  or  Family  Worfhip.

in  Winter,  after  which  the  Boys  may  walk  in 
the  Garden  or  Court  till  half  an  Flour  after 
Eight,  when  the  whole  Family  (hall  convene 
for  Family  Worfhip.

After  returning  from  Church,  if  the 
Weather  be  wet  or  very  cold,  the  Boys  fhall 
remain  quietly  in  the  Dining-room  till  Dinner 
time;  but  when  the  Weather  is  fair,  they  may 
take  the  Air  in  the  Garden  or  Court. 

XXI.  At  One  the  Family  fhall  dine,  and  as

XXII.  In  the  Afternoon  the  Family  fhall

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ately  after  Sermon,  in  the  fame  Order  as  in 
the  Forenoon,  and  none  of  the  Boys  (hall  ab- 
fent  themfelves  from  Church  on  any  Pretence, 
without  Leave.

When  allowed  to  walk  in  the  Gar- 
den, they  mull  keep  on  the  Gravel  or  Green 
Walks,  and  mull  not  trefpafs  on  the  Borders 
or  tilled  Ground,  nor  touch  or  hurt  any  of 
the  Trees,  Bulhes,  Flowers,  or  Plants. 

XXXI.  They  mull,  at  all  times,  behave 
themielves  with  Decency  and  good  Manners, 
be  obedient  to  their  Mahers,  and  dilcreet  to 
the  Servants;  and  mull  avoid  all  Drunkennefs 
and  Debauchery,  Swearing,  Lying,  Stealing,

XXXII.  For  (mailer  Faults  they  fhall  be 
chaftifed  publicly  by  the  School  mailers,  un- 
der the  Direction  of  the  Mailer  ; for  greffer 
or  repeated  Faults  they  will  be  expelled  the 
Hofpital,  or  otherwife  punifhed,  at  the  Dri- 
er etion  of  the  Governors. 

EDUCATION. 

XXXIIL  A LL  the  Boys  received  into  the 
A Hofpital  fhall  be  taught  read- 
ing Englilh,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  Church 
Mufic;  and  iuch  of  them  as  difeover  a Genius 
for  it,  (lr ail  be  taught  all  or  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing Branches,  viz.  Englifh  Grammar, 
Book-keeping,  French,  the  Elements  of  Geo- 
metry, Trigonometry,  Navigation,  Geogra- 
phy, and  Drawing. 

XXXIV.  Thefe  Branches  fhall  be  taught 
nearly  in  the  Order  they  are  here  fetdown  : 
but  even  after  the  Boys  are  begun  to  be  taught 
the  higher  Branches,  they  fhall  have  daily 
Exercifes  in  Reading,  and  frequent  Exercifes 
in  Writing  and  Arithmetic  preferibed  them.

/ (hall,  if  proper  Matters  can  be  found 
for  them  in  the  Town  of  Aberdeen,  be  bound 
out  Apprentices  to  fome  Trade  immediately 
after  leaving  the  Hofpital ; and  if  any  Boy,  af- 
ter having  been  educated  in  the  Hofpital,  and 
being  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  fame,  fhall  ne- 
glect for  Six  Months  after  he  leaves  it, 
to  obtain  himfelf  bound  Apprentice  to  fome 
Trade  with  Confent  of  the  Governors,  or 
fhall  refufe  or  delay  to  enter  into  Indenture 
with  fuch  Maher  as  the  Governors  or  Maf- 
ter  or  Treafurer  of  the  Hofpital  may  have  pro- 
vided for  him,  he  fhall  forfeit  all  Title  to 
Apprentice-fee,  or  other  Benefit  from  the 
Hofpital. 

II.  No  Boy  educated  in  the  Hofpital  fhall 
leave  it  before  the  l ime  appointed  by  the 
Governors  for  his  Difmiflion  ; other  wife  he 
fhall  forfeit  his  Title  to  any  future  Benefit

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from  it.  But  if  the  Mafter  to  whom  he  is  to 
be  indented  fiiall  defire  to  have  him  out  forne 
Days  fooner,  the  Auditors  may  grant  Warrant 
for  difmiffmg  him  fooner.

truded  in  thefe  Branches,  in  the  fame  Manner, 
and  under  the  fame  Difcipline  as  the  other  Stu- 
dents, without  paying  any  Fees  whatever : in

I.  T T E fhall  have  Power  to  govern  the 
JL  J Children  and  Servants  within  the 
Houfe. 

II.  He  fhall  fee  that  the  Children  and  Ser- 
vants be  brought  up  and  inftru£ted  in  the  Fear 
of  God;  and  he,  with  the  Schoolmafters,  fhall 
not  only  conduct  them  to  and  from  Church 
both  Forenoon  and  Afternoon  every  Sunday , 
but  fhall  every  Sunday  Evening  catechi:e  and 
inftrud:  them  in  the  common  Grounds  and 
Principles  of  Faith  and  of  the  Chriftian  Reli- 
gion, and  fhall  take  account  from  them  of  what 
they  have  obferved  of  the  Le&ures  and  Ser- 
mons in  the  Church,  and  recapitulate  to  them 
the  Heads  thereof* 
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III.  He  fhall  perform  Family  Worfliip  in 
the  Hofpital  by  Prayer  and  Praifes  twice  every 
Week  Day,  and  thrice  every  Sunday.  And 
he  {hall  as  oft  read  or  caufe  fome  of  the  School- 
mafters  or  Children  read  a Portion  of  the  holy 
Scriptures  ditlin&ly. 

IV.  He  fhall  take  care  that  the  Roys  be- 
have themfelves  properly,  and  obfervethe  Re- 
gulations preferihed  them,  and  that  if  any  of 
them  are  guilty  of  {'wearing,  lying,  healing, 
quarrelling,  fighting,  fpoiling  their  Cloaths  or 
Chambers,  or  other  fucli  Mifdemeanours,  they 
receive  due  Corre&ion  and  Chaftifement  pu- 

V.  The  Governors  having  refolved  that 
the  Hofpital  fhall  be  vifited,  and  the  whole 
Boys  publickly  examined  in  their  Prefence 
twice  in  the  Year,  viz.  upon  the' Second  1 Mon- 
day of  February , and  Second  Monday  of  Au~ 
guf  the  Mafier  fhall  take  Care  to  call  all  the 
Governors  to  attend  thefe  public  Examinations 
by  Cards,  mentioning  tire  Day  and  Hour  of 
meeting,  which  Cards  he  fhall  give  t-o  tire  Of- 
ficer to  be  delivered  to  the  Governors,  or  left 
at  their  Ploufes  on  the  Saturday  before  the 
Meeting.  And  on  theie  Days  of  Vifitation 
he  fhall  have  in  readinefs,  and  lay  before  the 
Governors,  a Lift  ofrhe  whole  Roys  in  the 
Houfe,  diftinguifhing  by  what  Mafter  they 
are  taught,  with  Six  Columns  annexed:  In 
the  firft  of  which  Columns  fhall  be  marked 

the 
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the  Ages  of  the  Boys ; in  the  fecond,  the  Times 
of  their  Admiflion  ; in  the  third,  the  Branches 
of  Education  they  are  learning  ; in  the  fourth, 
what  Proficiency  they  have  made  in  them  ; in 
the  fifth  Column,  oppofite  to  the  Names  of 
fuch  Boys  as  have  been  Three  Years  in  the 
Houfe,  what  Ohfervations  he  has  made  in  the 
Courfe  of  his  weekly  Examinations,  of  their 
Genius  and  Difpofitions,  and  whatTrades  they 
fee  in  fit  for  or  are  difpofed  to  follow,  that  the 
Governors  may  direcft  their  future  Inflrudion 
accordingly;  and  in  the  fixth  Column  lhall  be 
marked  what  Boys  he  confiders  as  fit  to  go  out 
to  Trades,  and  what  Trades  and  Mailers  they 
have  in  view. 

VI.  TheMafler  fhallkeepaBook,  winch  (halt 
be  called,  the  Journal  of  the  Houfe,  in  which  he  (hall 
enter  Copies  of  the  fore-mentioned  Lifls  and 
whole  Ohfervations,  and  Minutes  of  Procedure 
of  the  Governors  at  their  Visitations,  and  the 
whole  Licences  of  Abfence  which  lhall  be 
granted  by  the  Prelident  and  Auditors  to  him- 
ielf  or  any  other  of  the  Mailers,  and  he  fhall 
enter  into  it  alfo  the  Time  of  their  Return  to 
the  Hoipital,  immediately  on  their  Return,  and 
all  material  Occurrences  in  the  Hofpital,  and 
this  Book  he  fhall  lay  before  the  Governors 
at  every  quarterly  Meeting,  along  with  the 
original  Licences  of  Abfence  granted  during 
that  Quarter,  which  he  fhall  preferve  for  that 
purpole.

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VI  I.  He  (hall  take  particular  notice  that  all 
the  Schoolmaiters,  Officers,  and  Servants  with- 
in the  Hofpital  difcharge  properly  the  Duty 
that  is  enjoined  them  by  the  Statutes  ; and  in 
cale  any  of  them  be  remifs  or  negligent,  he 
he  (hall  reprefent  the  lame  firft  to  the  freafur- 
er,  and  afterwards  to  the  Governors  at  their 
firll  Meeting  following  the  Tranfgreffion : 
and  to  enable  him  to  do  fo  with  Precifion,  he 
fhall,  im mediate 'y  after  obferving  the  Tranf- 
greffion,  enter  the  fame  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Houle. 

VIII.  Ke  fhall  take  his  Turn  with  the 
Schoolmafters  as  Hebdomader,  and  ihall  in 
his  Week  difcharge  the  Duty  of  Hebdomader 
over  and  above  his  other  Duty  as  Mailer. 

IX  The  Duty  of  Hebdomader  fhall  be  as 
follows  : He  ihall  never,  except  on  Sundays 
when  at  Church,  be  out  of  the  Houfe,  or  at 
lead  without  the  Bounds  of  the  Garden,  fo  as 
he  may  be  always  at  hand,  and  in  cafe  of  any 
Emergency  requiring  his  Abfence  at  any  Time, 
he  mull  find  one  of  the  other  Mailers  to  un- 
dertake his  Duty  while  abfent  ; but  upon  no 
Account,  nor  in  any  cafe,  fhall  all  the  Mailers 
be  abfent  at  one  Time.

Apa  rtments,  and  obferve  whether  the  Rooms 
and  Beds  are  clean  and  neatly  kept.  He  fhall 
conftantly  attend  at  all  Meals,  and  whatever 
Faults  or  Tranfgreflions  he  fhall  obferve  in 
the  c’ourfe  of  the  Day,  he  fhall  report  publick- 
ly  next  Morning  in  School,  that  they  may  be 
corre&ed.

FORASMUCHAS  WE,  confidering  that  our 
faithful  and  beloved  the  Provoft,  Baillies, 
Town-council,  and  four  Minifters  of  the 
City  of  Aberdeen , as  Governors  and  Truflees  of 
Robert  Gordon* s Hofpital  within  the  faid  City, 
by  their  Petition  humbly  reprefented  to  us, 
that  by  a Deed  of  Conveyance,  bearing  date 
the  Thirteenth  Day  of  the  Month  of  December, 

One  Thoufand  feven  hundred  and  twenty  nine , 

Robert  Gordon,  Merchant  in  Aberdeen , made

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over  the  Sum  of  Ten  Thoufand  Pounds  fterling 
Money,  together  with  all  other  his  real  and

they  might  or  could  grant  by  Law  ; and  which 
fliall  be  reasonably  propofed  and  devifed  by 
the  Counfel  learned  in  the  Law  of  the  faid 
Corporation  or  Body  Politic  for  the  time  be- 
ing, and  which  (hall  be  approved  by  the  Lord- 
advocate  or  Solicitor-general  in  Scotland,  of 
Us,  our  Heirs  and  SucceiTors,  on  our  Part  or 
theirs.
